counsel for the defense, shortly after 
1 :30 Wednesday

should

The plaintiffs rest­ 
ed their case shortly after twelve o ’­ 
clock. 
The court room was jammed, 
even the grand jury box wyis crowded 
to overflowing, and the court ordered 
the doors locked and for more than an 
hour, mo one entered or left. 
Many legal clashes between counsel 
interrupted 
the rather 
uninteresting 
sessions of the hearing this morning. 
Dr. Hudson, who on last April I, mov­ 
ed 
from near Carlisle 
to Hampton, 
was recalled to the stand at the open­ 
ing of the court at nine o’clock. 
He 
testified 
to the number of tim es 
he 
visited Sampson Albert and the condi­ 
tion he found his patient. 
He told of 
the treatments and medicines he gave 
him to alleviate his sufferings stating 
that these helped him to some extent. 
When asked by Marie Shenk, whether 
or not he thought it would be advisa­ 
ble 
to move Mr. Albert 
to Carlisle, 
Dr. Hudson replied 
that he did 
not 
believe 
it would 
hurt him. 
In the 
cross-examination, he declared 
that 
Mr. Albert’s condition would rrot have 
been changed by moving him and that 
Mr. Albert would get better treatment 
at the Shenk home than at his own. 
He also testified that in his 
Opinion 
Mr. Albert was of sound mind when 
he visited him. 
It 
w*as also 
Dr. Hudson’s orders 
that no one should be allowed to visit 
the patient either wffiile at the Albert 
or Shenk home. 
A. W . Gardner was the next w it­ 
ness called. 
It was he who was called 
to Mr. Albert’s bedside twice on Au­ 
gust 12 by Marie Shenk who said that 
Mr. Albert 
wished to write 
a w ill.

ed at noon. 
Surprises were more than numerous 
during the afternoon. Evidence, which 
contradicted that of many of the w it­ 
nesses for the plaintiffs, was offered.

1921,
